Polish Soldier Claims to Have Been 
twenty Three When Mapoleon Re- 


turned From Russia in 1813 


AUTHENTIC DOCUMENTS 


Menselas Krasinski Presented Doc- 


uments Giving The Date of His 


Birth' 1790 in Vojnynia 
,

Paris, July 3l—From Warsaw 


comes a story from the correspondent 


I of .a French newspaper. He adds that 


, the only" documents available" in the 
'ease vouch for .the authenticity of 
the tale. 


It concerns a Polish soldier of-for- 


, tune who claims to have been twenty- 


I three years old when Napoleon was 
returning from Russia in 1883. Once 
that fundamental premise is admitted, 
it is easy to imagine this hero of 
three centuries doing military service 
in the French armV in the days of 
the First Empire and rounding out 
his fighting career in 
'the Hiisso-Jnpaiiese war 1904-5. 


Some weeks ago, according to the 


correspondent, Menselas Krasinski, 
passing through the Polish capital, 
lost a. pockelbook containing 50,000 
marks. He -went to the police station 
to make inquiries »ind laid before the 
astonished officials documents giving 
the date of his birth as 1790, in Vol- 
hynia. They showed, moreover, that 
Ki-nsinski served in .the French army 
from 1809 to 1S13, 
having been a 


lieutenant in the Third Squadron of 
the First Regiment of the Imperial 
Guard under Colonel Kosietulski. 


Still going by the ageworn papers, 


it appears that Krasinski passed into 
the Polish army in 828 and took part 
in two rebellions against the Rus- 
sians, which resulted in his being 
sent to Siberia for sixteen years. He 
forgot his national Irate for the Czar 
and .joined the Russian army during 
the Crimean, war. He was in the cam- 
paign in China 1900-1901 and served 
in the Russian forces against the Ja- 
panese. 


Krnsiivski has forgotten all1 the de- 


corations he has won, but was able 
to show the correspondent eight me- 
dals granted for service in -lhe army 
of (lie O.ar and papers establishing 
his tale of having being wounded at 
Moskoiva, 1812., at Leipzig, 1S13, 
and at Demba. Wiclkc, 1831. 


When 
the correspondent asked 


how he accounted for his extraordi- 
nary longevity, Krnsinski said he ha'd 
never drunk alcoholic liquors and1 had 
taken up smoking only when he pas- 
sed the century mark. He added that 
his father lived to the f.ge of 117 a?,d 
his mother to 07. 


Krasinski, 
recounting his early 


days, told he had seen Napoleon on 
his way back from Moscow garbed in 
a green overcoat. He recalled also 
how he had been at the Heresin.i 
soldiers burning masses of glorious 
tricolors while the Cossacks gathered 
in the distance.
